In  Arab  society"  in  Algeria  the  organization 
of  Justice  is  not  very  rrimpllrated.  Tlie  Cadi  Is 
the  tmlversal  Judge.  Every  sflalr  comes  within 
hto  lurlsdlcUon.  whether  It  be  rivll  or  criminal, 
every  ease  Is  laid  before  him  so  that  he  is  at  one 
and  the  same  time  a  juetlce  of  Ihe  peace  and  a 
Judge  of  the  law  couits.  In  towhs  Where  the 
Koran  reins  without  any  admixture  of  WoStem 
Importation  the  Catli  Is  still  more  powerful,  he 
cumulates  various  other  funcllons  and  fULs  Uie 
role  of  eommlasary  of  police,  notary,  soUettor, 
etc.  Such  is  the  Mussulman  custom. 

A  weD-known  British  magistrate  who  has  had 
an  opportunity  nf  exploring  the  hack  eeenes  of 
Arab  Justice  says  that  the  most  barefaced  trafllc 
goe«  on  even  in  the  pif^.-.'-nc-e  of  the  audience  by 
meom  of  dumb  .-^how .
